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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed February 5, 2008 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. Applicant continues to question whether the Duffield et al. (US 4,432,005) reference is 
within Applicant's field of endeavor (see Remarks, arguments spanning pages 5 and 6). 

3. With regard to this issue, the Examiner maintains the position set forth in the Final 
Rejection (mailed December 13, 2007). 

4. Applicant argues, "Chamber 38 and wick 46 are designed to collect waste ink that that is 
dispensed downstream from the ink reservoirs 8a, 8b and 8c. It is clear that the chamber 38 and 
wick 46 which the Examiner has interpreted to be the sponge-like member is not located ink 
reservoirs 8 a, 8b, or 8c which the Examiner has interpreted as the ink reservoirs at point 16 of the 
current Final Office Action. 

5. The Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's position. Claim 7 doesn't clearly 
indicate whether the sponge-like member is positioned in each of the "at least three ink 
reservoirs" or in the "ink reservoir assembly". In Duffield et al., the chamber (38) is part of the 
ink reservoir assembly (see figure 1). Accordingly, the sponge-like member (46) is positioned in 
the "ink reservoir assembly". Therefore, the Examiner maintains the rejection.
